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Part III. of ‘“‘ Cuneiform Texts from Babylonian Tablets, etc.,”’ contain texts 
from forty-seven clay tablets, one from a lapis-lazuli tablet, and three from hard 


stone tablets. The inscriptions are as follows:— 


(1) Text recording the building of a temple by an early Babylonian ruler 
of the city of Kish (No. 12,155); 

(2) Text of Bur-Sin, king of Ur, recording the building of a temple to the 
goddess Ninna (No. 12,156); 

(3) Text of Dungi, king of Ur, written in Semitic-Babylonian (No. 17,288) ; 

(4) Text of Dungi, king of Ur, recording the building of a temple to the 
god Enki [or Ea] (No. 17,287); 

(5) Early Semitic-Babylonian text from a tablet of forecasts concerning the 
chances of a sick man’s death or recovery, the probabilities of the 
success or defeat of a military expedition, etc. (No. 22,447); 

(6) Thirty-six texts from small tablets inscribed with contracts, memoranda, 
etc., drawn up in the reigns of Gamil-Sin, king of Ur (Nos. 13,882, 
13,883, 13,884, 13,885, 13,886, 13,887, 13,888, 13,889, 13,890 
13,891, 13,892, 13,894, 13,895, 13,896, 13,897, 14,608, 16,369, 
16,370 and 16,371), of Bur-Sin, king of Ur (Nos. 14,594, 14,595, 
14,596, 14,597, 14,599, 14,600, 14,601, 14,602, 14,603, 14,604, 
14,606, 14,609, 14,610, 14,611), and of Ine-Sin, king of Ur 
(Nos. 16,366, 16,367, 16,368) ; 

(7) A text of the same period as the preceding, but dated by no royal name 
(No. 18,958); 

(8) And nine texts from large tablets (Nos. 18,343, 18,344, 18,957, 19,027, 
19,740, 21,335, 21,336, 21,338, 21,340), inscribed with lists of 
revenues, accounts, etc., compiled in the reigns of Gamil-Sin, 
Bur-Sin, and other kings of Ur, who reigned before the subjection 


of the cities of Babylonia by Khammurabi about B.c. 2,200. 


With the exception of two (Nos. 17,288 and 22,447), all the above documents 


are written in the non-Semitic language of the early inhabitants of Babylonia.
